SILVER OUTIX»OK 


Superintendent Gilbert HcM. Ross, 


who has recently returned from the 
east, spent much time in company with 
men well known In commercial and 
financial operations of the country, 
and from his conversation with those 
people learned much that will be of In- 
terest to all who are interested in the 
cause of silver. 


In an Interview with the Report Edi- 


tor the other mornlnr Mr. Ross spoke 
on this matter as follows: 


"The 
fear of any financial troubles 


resulting from the flooding 
of this 


country with silver—either internal or 
external—has disappeared. 
The rea- 


son of the disappearance of this fear is 
due to the successful and gigantic op- 
erations of the great business men of 
the United States. 
: 


"These 
men 
have 
successfully 


handled business propositions Involv- 
ing f 1,000,000,000. To such financiers, 
the care of the silver output of the 
United States or of the world, will be 
but a small matter. A movement is 
now under way that will care for the 
silver output of the world, silver-min- 
ing being the last of the industries of 
the United States that has not "et 
been fully placed in the control of the 
financiers of the country. 


"Notwithstanding the fact that the 


government has been coining 118,000,- 
900 or $19,000,000 of sliver annually 
there Is so great a shortage of fraction- 
al silver that on the American side of 
the great lakes there seems to be as 
much Canadian silver in circulation as 
American. It is used and paid at par, 
notwithstanding the fact that legatlv 
It Is worth but half the value at which 
It is circulated. 


"One of the benefits derived from the 


consolidation of business is the elimin- 
ation of politics from business. The 
politicians of all parties have been 
relegated to their "roner place, as is 
shown by the difference in salaries 
paid to the successful managers of the 
various consolidated interests and to 
the men holding the highest political 


In the country. 


'Another effect of these consolida- 


tions IB shown by the growing Ir.inatl- 
ence of the people at our absurd tar- 
iff restrictions that so seriously inter- 
feie with the extension of the business 
people and a majority of the financiers 
are now convinced that a broader fin- 
ancial base fo.- our great business su- 
per-structure than is furnished by Bold 
alone, is an absolute necessity. They 
ar» Also satisfied that the world's pro- 
duction of »t)ver, added to the «old, 
l« none to great l» form this propor- 
tion. 


To meet the demands of the grow- 


ing business of the countrv even Re- 
nublican statesmen *vou)d like to see 
the sliver question settled- particu- 
larly. If they could effect the settle- 
ment upon a constitutional basis. One 
of Neiacia'p most eminent jurists has 
worked out a constitutional plan 
If adopted, will remonetize silver.
